Treadway To Quit 
After Long Service 


The long expected retirement of 
Congressman Allen T. Treadway 
who represents us in Congress, has 
been formally announced by him 
in a statement issued from his 
Washington office to the newspap- 
His statement 


ers of his district. 
is as follows: 


“For many years you have been 
extremely kind to me in successive 
elections as Congressman. I have 


tried to show my appreciation by 
the service I have rendered you. 
The time has now arrived when I 
fee] I am entitled to relinquish the 
honors of public office, with their 
accompanying reponsibilities, and 
return to private life. I therefore 
am taking this means of inform- 
ing you that I shall not be a can- 
didate for reelection/in 1944, I 
am making this announcement in 
order that those who may have 
ambitions to succeed me may plan 
accordingly. Your confidence: in 
me during the past 30 years hag 
been a source of the greatest per- 
sonal gratification, and I again 
thank you for your long-continued 
loyalty and support.” 

Mr. Treadway, who is 76 years 
of age, makes his home in Stock- 
bridge, and has been a frequent 
visitor to Northfield and has al- 
ways kept in contact with the lo- 
cal Republican Town committee 
and local leaders, He has served 
in the Congress for 32 years and 
has been a member of the impor- 
tant Ways and Means committee 
for 25 years. He had served in 
the State Senate and was also 
President of that body before go< 
ing to Washington, during the ca- 
reer of Calvin Coolidge, then Gov- 
ernor ¢f Massachusetts. Mr. 
Treadway has been in ill health 
for some time and has been under- 
going hospitalization recently. 

The way is now open for candi- 
dates as his successor to come out 
and announce themselves and al- 
ready several names have been 
menticned. At the last election 
for the office, Raymond L. Buell 
of Richmond was a_ candidate 
against Mr. Treadway, but while 
he received a flattering vote in 
Northfield, he did not carry the 
district, and Mr. Treadway becom- 
ing the Republican choice, ran on 
the ticket against his Democratic 
opponent and was elected.
